eration of Trade Unions trav­ 
eled to Japan as the guests of the 
American g o v e rn m e n t, the host be­ 
ing the W ar Department. Gen. Mac­

Secretary of W ar Patterson. 
The delegation consisted of Louis 
.Valliant, general secretary of the 
federation; 
Ernest 
Bell, 
interna­

Congress; 
Willard 
Townsend, executive board member 
of the CIO; Michael Taraznv, sec- 
retaary of the central council of the 
Soviet Trade Unions, and Patrick 
Waldberg, secretary of the dele­ 
gation. 
Their “Information Bulletin” tells 
of a visit to a Korean textile mill, 
accompanied by three members of 
the board of the All-Korean Trade 
Union Congress—a left-wing organi 
zation. Apparently the managem ent 
of the textile mill did not regard 
this delegation as of very much 
Importance. The bulletin says, “ Mr. 
Saillant expressed his surprise to 
the director at not having been re­ 
ceived as he left his car as It is 
traditional and customary on all 
similar missions.” 


SO A P P A R E N T L Y they got into 
a fight; that is, the Korean Trade 
Union members and the local peo­ 
ple. The management, and I quote 
the W. F. T. ,U. report, “then in­ 
formed us that he refused to grant 
permission to visit the establish­ 
ment in the company of the people 
we had chosen”.

Molotov's reported trip to Bel­ 
grade also no doubt has been un­ 
dertaken tor a purpose. This pur­ 
pose may* be to change the whole 
basic relationship between the So­ 
viet Uujon and her Balkan pup­ 
pets. The recurrent reports of the 
forthcoming formation of a greater 
Slav Soviet Socialist Republic may 
not he without foundation.

NE of the interesting development* of 1947 
is the return of H erbert Hoover to the coun­ 
cils of the mighty. Mr. Hoover is back again as 
a top figure in relief, and this time he suggests 
a little relief for Uncle Sam. 
He is for helping 
other nations to the limit, but suggests that w# 
start counting our change, checking our hank 
balance, and ascertaining where the bottom of 
the barrel is. 
H erbert Hoover is the Elder Statesman, th# 
Man Who Has Been Around and the Fellow Who 
Thinks a Fact is a Fact. 
He is the ex-President 
who made good in the 
discard, the engineer who 
never mistakes bubble 
gum for a surveying in­ 
strument, 
and 
an American 
who always has 
added correctly. 
Mr. Hoover not only would rather he right 
than be President, but he got his wish in 
on# 
term. 
He came into power 
In the dizzy era 
capped by the big bust. 
He made his fame in an 
age when to spend $100, you had to have more 
than a dollar and 98 cents and a check book. 


TH E DEPRESSION, for which he was no more 
'responsible than the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
was responsible for- the one defeat of Man O’ 
War. 
Struck him right between the eyes and 
cooked his goose for the nonce. 
He took the 
viewpoint the way to plug a leak in a dam was 
not to m ake more holes and distribute free corks. 
Since he has stood out in the last 15 years as 
a man who believed in simple arithmetic, correct 
bookkeeping 
and 
the 
axiom 
that 
government 
never should be .confused with a slot machine, 
he was almost a lone and desolate figure. 
But 
chickens are coming home to roost and' the old­ 
fashioned precepts begin to look pretty good. 
H erbert Hoover is being listened to! 
And with 
nothing behind him except a great record as an 
engineer, a businessman, a self made American, 
one of the greatest relief adm inistrators in world 
history, and a former President of the United 
States. 


MR. HOOVER urges a $725,000,000 appropria­ 
tion for world relief this year, but warns us that 
we must begin to check, double check and use 
our beans. 
Russia, the Bear That Walks Like a 
Veto, is standing by waiting for us to be bled 
white, he says, and is purposely stymying the 
peace to this end. 
The time is here, he says, to demand that Rut- 
slo co-operate in peace or that we, with Eng­ 
land and France, make a separate peace with 
Germany. 
O. K., Herbert. 
We are for One World but not 
one Monkey W rench Tosser. 
And in the meantime, welcome back Into the 
American picture. 
You're intelligent, able and 
sound. 
But America will not hold it against you 
any more.

I cities to act favorably 
on off-street parking 
plan*, report! international City Managers' As­ 
sociation. 
Major municipal parking action so far 
this year is Philadelphia's approval of a $2,000,* 
OOO expenditure for underground parking garages. 
Other cities considering similar action include in­ 
dianapolis, Cleveland and San Francisco. In Mad­ 
ison, WI*., a hoard of parking commissioners has 
been created by an ordinance which authorizes 
a $40*.OOO revenue bond issue to acquire and de­ 
velop parking lots. 
Construction of four ramp-type parking ter­ 
minals has been recommended in Indianapolis by 
the city plan commission. 
In San Francisco, 
traffic planners have recommended construction 
of parking lots strategically located around the 
rim of 
the business district, 
with shuttie-bus 
service for shoppers. 
Plans are being drafted in 
Minneapolis 
for 
20 
double-deck 
parking 
lots 
which would cost the city some $12,000,000. Cleve­ 
land recently began action to aeqiAr# privately- 
owned land near the business district for use ss 
free municipal parking areas. 
In New/York, th#
